Q?he place ia now plnDgod>in snoh pov- 
erty that tho town-hall baa itamblod 
about tho ears of the inniilcipality, 
who wore nnablo lo collect BuflSoient 
taxoB to oifoot noodftti ropaiis. Tho 
oyster flshcrios (support only fifteen 
families ard furnirth IhoaopersonB with 
thoir Bolo means of subsistence. Many 
of tho inliabitantB gather certain 
■mnrino vegetables usod in making 
glass; but tho supiiiy is limited and 
tho (siHtCECO jur:iishod precarious. 
Henry IV. of Fiai'co wished every 
Frenohmun might huvo his fowl in 
his pot. It wculd bo no use lor King 
■yidLor Emmanuel to put up suoh a 
prayer on bchall i f ihono of his sab<- 
joots who inhabit Cbiogg'a, for 
amongst Lhom pots aro as raro as 
iowls. Such is tho povorty of tho 
plaoo that tho koitlo for cookiDg tho 
indipponsablo poluntais a luxury with 
which mostfurailics have to dispense; 
the field ia thus open to speculators, 
"Who lend kotllcs to thoir poorer 
neighbors at a charge ol from half to 
ono kroutzor for each caoal cooked. 
And this ia but the story thati ia told 
In every quarter of the redeemed 
proviooe. How tho AuRtrians gov- 
erned and taxed Yoaetia is sead 
everywhere in the gaunt, attenuated 
frames, and _ tho great, staring, hun- 
gry eyes o( the people. The amount 
of Imperial' taxation rognlarjy levied 
on the unhappy YonetiaDB was £B,- 
400,000 per annum ; and just before 
the Austriaas r£n off they attempted 
to give a parting financial squeeze — 
as a token, porhapSi of thoir aU'jctioa- 
ate regard for the wretched pjoplo — 
so they propoaod to «* borrow," by a 
forced loan, £1,200,000. JJnt the pro- 
ject suGTured sbipwrdok baoaase the 
poop'o wore so miserably rodaoed that 
they really had not the money with 
which to meet tho demand, and before 
a general distraint could be made 
■upon their goods and ehattols the ter- 
ritory had boon relarnod to its right- 
ful owner. Thoro is no causo so po. 
tent for ill in a country as that of b;'d 
Goveramont. l^olhing so dispirits or 
blunts tho energies of a pooply as a 
belief that they have a Gavornraont 
that does not act in sympalhy with 
thorn — a Government tkaf, while 
they aro finding the moaus fur 
its Bnpport, furnishes not tho 
least evidoDco of conlialily and good 
leeling towards tho poor tax- 
payers, who aro psrpetually having 
Oliver Twist's cry " for more" rung 
in thoir ears. Ead Govornmont has 
brought, all tho evils with which we 
are affliotod npon oar beads, aod we 
shall never wholly rocovor from the 
«lFootsof tho visitation uutil the Gov- 
erntnent .Buildings aro swept from 
attio to cellar, and ovorj useless, ex- 
pensive inoamboDt broomed out of 
tbo ofltabilshnaont. To gob rid ol the 
incubas with which we are saddledj we 
ask ior Uoniodoraclou on fi&'r and 
equitable terms, which shall crnopro 
bend a responsible and a cheap form 
of Govoriimont.
